T he M lver C «nv«n tloa. 
The most im portant m atter now pend' 
iag before th e people of thlB country is 
th e remonetisation of silve. The moBt 
infamous step ever m ade in the politics 
e f thie nation was th a t by which silver 
w as demonetized. I t was a conspiracy 
against every poor m an in the country 
for the purpose of making a few million­ 
aires richer than before at the expense 
ef th e masses. From the time of W ash' 
ingtoa the staudard of values in this na 
tion has been the silver dollar of 412^ 
grains. This is as it ought to be. We 
are the great silver producing country of 
th e world, and we ought to maintain 
th e 
value 
of 
the 
metal. Besides 
there are 
other 
grave reasons why 
changes should not be made in the value 
of the coin of the country. 
It utterly 
opsets tire value of all commodities. The 
true measure of value is labor. The unit 
of th at measure is the product of one 
m an’s toil in one day. 
W ere w heat not 
so bulky it would be the best measure of 
values. 
B ut because of the balkiness of 
all uselnl products of labor, the metals 
are marie an artificial standard by which 
to measure th e value of labor’s products. 
It would be bettor to have a single 
standard were it not there is not sufficient 
gold in the world to do the exchanges of 
commerce w ith. In fact, if a single stan­ 
dard is to be need then it should by all 
m eaos be silver and not gold, for the 
reason that the volume of the white 
m etal is sufficient, and th at of the yellow 
one ia not. B at inasm uch as all nations 
ki all periods have used the two metals, 
until recently, it is best to leave the 
m atter as it has alwayB been. 
The demonetization of silver made two 
bnehele of w heat worth only as much as 
one was when the currency was properly 
expansive for the needs of business. It 
took twice as many days' toil to lift the 
mortgage from the farm as it took before 
It played directly into the hands of 
the money changers in the temples 
of commerce, into the bands of the 
Shylocks on the business Rialto, into the 
hands of the great pawnbrokers of Wall 
street. 
There is only one advantage 
gold hhB over silver. Sixteen times 
much of the white metal is taken oat of 
th e mineB by an average day’s labor as of 
the yellow metal. That is, it takes six 
teen times as much of the one as of the 
other to store up the value of a day 
work. The use of silver certificates en­ 
tirely removes this disadvantage on the 
part of silver, and places it fully on a par 
w ith the other metal. 
In a country like ours where develop­ 
m ent goes on at so rapid a pace, where 
new em pires are built up in a decade, 
where population increases at the rate of 
more than a million a year, th e currency 
should keep a little mere than pace 
with the population. To let the circu­ 
lating medium greatly contract is to 
cause stagnation in business, to make 
labor cheap, to make it scarce, to mnke 
tim es bard. That ia what is going on 
now. T hat is what followed the demon 
etiaation of silver in 1873, and that is 
wbat, prevailed until the Bland bill was 
passed towards the end of the decade. 
The Bland 
bill has been only half 
way put in practice, yet it has vitalized 
industries greatly. It would do so to 
a much greater degree were it not that 
th e national bank notes have been re­ 
tired at so great a rate. In ten years 
from 187!) there has been a shrinkage in 
th e currency from this cause of $135,­ 
353,493. 
But for the issue of certificates 
based on silver there would have been 
th e greatest financial crash known in all 
history. There was a great cry made by 
the paw nbrokers of Wall street in 1880 
when the Treasurer of the United States 
in his report at the end of the fiscal year 
showed 
that 
there was $85,000,000 
ef re Jundant silver coin in the vaults. Tha‘ 
ery has ceased because the hard logic of 
•vents hae shown that the logic of sound 
sense was right when it claimed that this 
would right itoelf. 
In cue year that 
rarplna&ge ofW ilver fell to $07,000,000. 
In an other year there was only $42,000,­ 
000 
of 
redundant 
silver 
coin 
in 
the 
country, 
and 
now

$6,000,000

n o t offset by outstanding certificates. 
Bem ember, this is in spite of the fact 
th a t the national Government, so much 
tmder the influence of the pawnbrokers, 
has always refused to take silver in pay­ 
m ent of im port duties, or to pay it out in 
salaries, eo that it is still almost demone­ 
tized.

B o s t o n , November 28.—Tho most dis­ 
astrous fire from which Boston has B uf­ 
fered since 1872, and one which in prop 
erty loss-rivals the great conflagration at 
■ynn, Tuesday, broke out about 8:20 a. 
m . to-day in the six-story granite build­ 
ing owned by Jordan, M arsh A Co., and 
occupied by Brown, Darrell & Co., dry 
goods, Bedford street, corner Kingston. 
Tho great tire of ’72 broke out at the cor 
nor of Kingston and Summer streets, and 
the alarm of today’o lire was ran 
in from the same box which heralded 
the m em orable conflagration that con­ 
sumed 
nearly 
$100,000,006 property. 
Tho first alarm rung in today was im­ 
mediately followed by the first general 
alarm in Boston since ’72. Today’s con- 
flog ratio a raged for six hours’ burned 
over two aeree of territory covered by 
magnificent structures, and entailed

That the demonetization of silver has 
worked the practical violation of every 
contract then existing in the United 
States; entailed uncounted losses; re­ 
duced prices more than thirty per cent., 
and its effect is practically to make debts 
perpetual, as it takes from the debtor the 
ability to pay. 
That it causes a contraction of currency 
which reduces the values until there is 
no profit left to the farmers or men of 
email capital, who depend upon tho sale 
o! their products for returns for their 
labor. 
That we beliove the certificate of the 
Government, backed dollar for dollar by 
Í>ld and silver coin on depobit in the 
raaenry of the United States, is a safe 
and sound currency and has been ap­ 
proved by the people. 
That 
considering 
the 
contraction 
canned by the surrender of National 
bank notes duriDg the past three years 
and the vast sums that must be collected 
by the cancellation of Government bonds 
daring the next three years, the necess­ 
ity of restoring silver is as manifest as is 
the justice of such a policy. 
Tnat the gold and silver of the West, 
pouring in a steady stream upon tho Fas', 
for forty yearo, vitalized every form of 
buoinesi there, and steadied and upheld 
the credit of the Nation through the great 
war and made resumption possible, and 
that what we now demand is as much 
more to the interest of tho Fact than of 
the West, an the productions of the Ea9t 
are to the West. 
That we believe in the equal rights of 
gold and silver, and free coinage for 
boUi, and that no nation ever had or 
will have too much gold and silver coin. 
Now, therefore, be it 
Resolved, That the Fifty-first Congress 
be requested by this convention to pro­ 
vide at its first eession for the opening of 
the mints of the United States to the 
free and unlimited coinage of standard 
silver dollars of the present weight and 
fineness, to be legal tender for all debts, 
public and private, equal with gold, and 
that until such provision is made the 
Secretary of the Treasury be required to 
coin the maximum $4,000,000 worth of 
silver per month as now authorized by 
law. 
TUB BKI’OKT ADOPTED. 
Mr. Bland announced that the gentle­ 
man from Iowa, Mr. Weller, desired hia 
report to be printed as a part of the pro­ 
ceedings of the convention, and that lie 
would offer no further opposition to the 
adoption of the majority report. He did 
this in the interest of harmony. The 
report of the Committee on Resolutions 
was then adopted by a vote of 105 to 7. 
A resolution offered by General Gin- 
ter, of Missouri, favoring au Interna­ 
tional Silver Congress duringthe World’s 
Fair was tabled. 
Resolutions were adopted thanking the 
people of St. Louis for courtesies ex­ 
tended and the committees for attentions 
shewn. 
A resolution thanking the Associated 
Press for the able manner in which the 
work of the convention liad been pre­ 
sented to the people of the United 
States was unanimously adopted.

Fitch, of Nevada, was by special re­ 
quest called to the platform, and de­ 
livered a long address., which waa oue of 
the best delivered before the convention, 
hiving in it a good deal of fun and 
humorous hits as well as argument. 
Fitch, in an exhaustive review of the 
labor difficulties, laid all of the blame 
for the poverty-stricken condition of the 
working classes at the door of the capi­ 
talists who demonetized silver. “ For 
tw e n ty years,” said he, “ we have had 
an abundant prosperity, but at the end of 
it wo find wealth centered in a few 
hands. What has the laborer to show 
for the twenty years ? He can boast that 
the aggregate wealth of the nation 
is

transcontinental highways reaching from 
ocean to ocean. He can call the roll of 
millionaires and thousands will respond, 
where before the war there were less 
than five hundred. 
He can wipe the

among the 8,000 millionaires may be 
enumerated the nemes of twenty Ameri­ 
can citizens who have gathered $1,000,­ 
000,000 from the toil and tears of 60,000,­ 
000 people. He can walk weary and

enter. 
I 
seek 
not to 
assail the rights of capitalists or arouse 
against them the prejudices of poverty 
or unthrift, but for twenty years capital

fit;lit of the debtor against the creditor, 
the laborer against the capitalist, the 
poor against the rich.

England is the 
bunco-steerer o f the world, and Uncle 
Sam is the gentleman from the rural 
districts.

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CALIFORNIA ABROAD. 
T he W a ik la h e D e a r ky th e Flew 
E x h lk ll. 
“California on Wheels,” the three cars 
which will constitute the traveling exhibit 
of the reaources of this State, will arrive 
in thia city a week from Wednesday. It 
leaves San Francisco day after tomorrow, 
and starts on a toar through the north* 
era part of the State, visiting the follow­ 
ing placee: San Joté, West Oakland, 
Suisun, Napa, Santa Rosa, Sacramento, 
Stocton, Lathrop, Merced, Fresno and 
Bakersfield. It will remain a short time 
in each place, long enough to admit of 
its being visited by thoee who take an in­ 
terest in the effort to advertise the re­ 
sources of the State in the Fast. As the 
exhibits from some of these places are 
not all in, tbey will be supplied when 
the cars stop in their itenary. 
The real object of the tour through the 
State is to arouse a more general interest 
in the undertaking, so that less difficulty 
may be experienced hereafter in getting 
producers to come forward with matter 
euitable for exbibit. purposes. It is not 
enough that the care should be stocked 
with suitable exhibits when they set out. 
A large part of the produce carried ie of a 
perishAldn suit, uud has to be replaced 
at inturvuld. Throughout the seasen of 
seven or eight months during which the 
cars will traverse the East, it will bo 
necessary that the people of the State 
keep it supplied with an abundance of 
the best that the somi-tropic climate can 
produce. It is also a part of the purpoee 
of the State Board of Trade that the 
people of the State should know what 
sort of an undertaking is being carried 
on, and judge for themselves how valu­ 
able it is likely to be in calling out im­ 
migration from the East. 
There can be no question regarding 
the work accomplished last year, al­ 
though the expidition then consisted of 
one car which was hastily prepared and 
which owing to various cúcumstances 
waa very limited in the territory whic.t 
it could reach. An immense number of 
names and addresses were obtained of 
people who expressed themselves as 
much interested in California and 
desirions of ultimately coming to the 
Coast. These were written down in man­ 
ifold and distributed among the various 
organizations which make up the State 
Board. In one bundle of letters received 
at the State Board of Trade rooms some 
time ago, inquiries are noted from 
Bethlehem, N. H .; La Salle, 111.; 
Cauthron and Corner Stone, A rk.; 
Leckland, Ohio; Northfield, Minn., and 
Wingfield, Kan. Here are some earn 
pies of letters: 
From Cold Spring, Putnam county, N. 
Y., a school teacher with two children 
w rilís: “ I am fully determined to re­ 
move to your State in December.” From 
Tunille, Ga., a farmer writes asking 
about the public land in California. A 
young man In Girard, 111., asks a num­ 
ber of questions. Among other things 
he wants to know: “ Could a person 
with a capital of $200 lease land any­ 
where close to the city and raise stock 
successfully ?” He desires to go where 
the winters are not verv severe and 
hopes to be here soon. “ Would you ad­ 
vise a naan to come to California who 
has but six or seven hundred dollars?” 
is the question an Auburn, N. Y., man 
aska. Two New York business men de­ 
sire to secure the rgency there of some 
good canning factory, to sell products in 
connection with California wines. A 
banker of Anselmo, Neb., writes to in­ 
quire about a good location for bis son to 
settle. Another son who is to be gradu 
ated from college next year also wants to 
come to California. 
These are samples ot thousands of 
letters which were received, all of which 
were answered, and out of which immig­ 
ration has grown. 
A special effort will be made in the 
exhibit this year to display fresh vego 
tables grown in Southern California 
during all seasons of the year. The 
purpose of this is to increase the trade in 
these articles between this section and 
the East. The northwestern cities now 
receive their fresh vegetables duriog the 
winter from the Gulf States. Cauli­ 
flowers and potatoes and other garden 
produce are now Bhipped from this 
vicinity to Arizona, New Mexico and 
others of the middle-western States. Too 
producers of Cahuenga valley intend to 
make a special effort to extend the field 
open for thia market, and if pos­ 
sible to establish some kind of 
an 
agency 
in 
Chicago. 
To all 
undertakings of this sort, an organization 
like the traveling exhibit leude substan­ 
tial aid. It is confidently believed that 
the increased demand for dried fruit 
which has arisen during the last season, 
is largely due to the fact that retail mer­ 
chants acattered through the East, had 
an opportunity for the first time to see 
samples of these products, exhibited by 
the “California on Wheels.” It has 
been suggested, and the matter is under 
discussion, that another itinerant exhi­ 
bit might with profit be shipped to 
England and the European continent and 
allowed to travel about thero.

ART NOTES. 
Gossip About Painting* and the 
Patatera 
A Roaa Bonheur of 1842, landscape 
with six red oxen, was sold recently in 
London for $12,500. 
The British Museum has come into 
possession of a vase only three inches 
high which is considered the finest ex­ 
ample of the so-called Corinthian ware in 
the world. 
A Paris journal is authority for the 
statement that three portraits by Rem­ 
brandt, chief ornaments of the art gal­ 
lery of the Princess de Sagan, have been 
«old in this country. 
It is said that Charles Waltner re­ 
ceived the earn of $24,000 for his etching 
of Rembrandt’s “Night Watch,” which 
is perhaps the largest price that has ever 
bean paid for a single plate. 
Rosa Bonhenr lives quietly in the little 
village of By, near Fontainebleau, in 
France. She is in good health and 
paiats and sketches for several hours 
each day, most of the canvases going to 
England. 
The great $15,000 landscape by Theo­ 
dore Rousseau, bought for that sum at 
the Secretan sale in Paris for the Cor­ 
coran gallery, is now on private exhibi­ 
tion in the trustees' room of the gallery 
in Washington. 
The bond which was given for the free 
importation into this country of the 
paintiDgs by Vassili VereBtchagin having 
lapsed, duty was paid the other day on 
the entire collection. This means that 
the paintings will be dispersed here. 
Frank C. Penfold, of Buffalo, is one of 
the few American artists who have sold 
pictures to the French Government, his 
painting “ Sad News,” which was ex­ 
hibited at the Paris salon this year, hav­ 
ing been purchased by the National 
museum. 
A number of American women artists 
are now residing in Paris; some are 
studying and others are settled there. 
Among them may be montionsd Mrs. 
’William Frederick McMonnies (nee Mary 
Fairchild) of St. Louis and Miss Chris­ 
tine Bredin, of Cincinnati. 
The site of the Temple of Dsspoina at 
Lykasoura, Greece, has been found. A 
colossal torso, three heads of statues 
larger than life, the base of a marble 
throne, temple inscriptions, and a great 
quantity of ex votos in terra-cotta are in 
the find. Many of the latter are effigies 
of rams and serpents. 
Jules Dupre, the famous French 
painter, who died recently, was born at 
Nantes, France, in 1812, the same year 
as Rousseau, with whom he has been 
identified as one of the leaders of the re­ 
volting painters of 1830, vrho sought to 
overthrow the conventionalities which 
h»d governed the art of painting before 
that. 
The Los Angeles Public Library is 
striving to become of some use to the 
artists in the city. A number of works 
on Art and artists have recently been 
added, and during the last week (he 
first Instalment of photographs of cele­ 
brated works of art was received. These 
will be mounted and prepared for nee. 
There are on exhibition in a Paris gal­ 
lery seven cartoons alleged to be by 
Raphael, and from which it is said the 
tapestries in the Vatican were executed. 
They are supposed to have been done at 
the same time as the paper cartoons a 
Hampton Court and South Kensington. 
They are painted in distemper and on 
can vas.
